DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. The Applicant's amendment, filed 29 May 2008, has been received, entered into 
the record, and considered. 

2. As a result of the amendment, claims 1, 6, 18, 20, 27, 28, 42-47, 49-51, 57, 58, 70, 77 
and 94 have been amended, and claims 12, 36, 62, 68, 86 and 92 have been canceled. 
Claims 11, 34, 35, 60, 61, 84 and 85 have been previously canceled. Claims 1-10, 13-33, 
37-59, 63-67, 69-83, 87-91 and 93-100 are now pending in the application. 

Application Status 

3. A Notice of Allowance was mailed by the Office on 27 June 2008. The 
Applicant's Issue Fee was paid on 8 July 2008. A Notice of Withdrawal from Issue was 
mailed on 13 January 2010. 

Priority 

4. The Applicant's claim to domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. § 119(e) based upon 
U.S. Provisional Patent Application 60/419,184, filed on 17 October 2002, is 
acknowledged. 
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Terminal Disclaimer 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on 29 May 2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of U.S. Patent 7,296,015 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
7. Claims 1-10, 13-33, 37-59, 63-67, 69-83, 87-91 and 93-100 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is Snyder et al. (U.S. Patent 6,038,561). As 
discussed in the final rejection of 19 February 2008, the Snyder et al. reference teaches 
an apparatus and computer-implemented method for identifying potential patent 
infringement substantially as claimed, comprising receiving information regarding a 
patent, processing the information regarding the patent, identifying a claim of the 
patent, formulating a search query containing terms in the claim, searching information 
regarding at least one of a product, products, a service, and services using the query, 
generating claim chart information containing at least some of the information 
regarding the at least one of a product, products, a service, and services, and 
transmitting the claim chart information to a user communication device in order to 
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display the claim chart to a user. However, the Snyder et al. reference fails to teach 
such a system and method that generates natural language questions to a chat room or 
bulletin board to obtain information about a product, products, service or services. 

Furthermore, contemporary prior art discloses the use of agents which can be 
used in order to automatically receive questions and attempt to provide answers to the 
questions (see, for instance, col. 1, lines 26-36 and col. 2, lines 35-47 of Shwe et al., U.S. 
Patent 6,560,590), but fails to disclose the feature of a processing device and method 
which automatically generates and transmits a natural language question to a chat 
room or an on-line bulletin board in order to obtain information about a product 
products, service or services, as in independent claims 1, 18, 27, 42, 51 and 77. 

These features, together with the other limitations of the independent claims are 
novel and non-obvious over the prior art of record. The dependent claims 2-10, 13-17, 
19-26, 28-33, 37-41, 43-50, 52-59, 63-67, 69-76, 78-83, 87-91 and 93-100, being definite, 
enabled by the specification, and further limiting to the independent claim, are also 
allowable.
